evident than that I was not miftaken, when we came to 
underftand, from the Seffiens-Paper, that his Profecutors 
were Jrifh, native Inijh of the old Stock; confequently 
Papifts; confequently Facobites ? Ie is highly probable 
alfo, that the Man killed, by whofe Hands foever he fell, 
was of the fame Kiduey with his Relations, Friends and 
Companions : But in his Cafe { would be the more tender in 
pafling Judgment, becaufe of the old Proverb which tells 
us, that ‘* Nothing but Good fhould be faid of the Dead.” 

And for this Reafon [ forbear remarking, as I might 
otherwife be juflify’d in doing, that the tating of another 
Jacobite, an inveterate Enemy to the prefent Eflablith- 
ment, was in Trath no more than purfuing the Bufine/s of 
my Hero's Occupation; with this Exception only, that in 
the prefent Cafe the Formality of Trial, which hath hi 
therto been thought neccffary before Fxecution, was entirely 
wanting. I do not even pretend to affsm, that Mr. T—+, 
by the great Knowlege he not long fince acquired of the 
Conftitution of a Facobite, both externally and internally, 
in the Bufinefs of his faid Occupation, was fo good a Judge 
of that Race of Mortals as to kfiow them only by a Side- 
Glaace of his Eye : Tho’ if this Point'could be made appear, 
upon goed Evidence, mutch might be urged from it, by, 
ingenious Council, in Alleviation of the Fatt, even fup- 
pofing it had been confeffed by Mr. 7—v himfelf. The 
famous Cafe of the Miller, whe hanged the Highwayman 
immediately upon taking him, without Judge or Jury, 
being fully convinced of his Guilt in his own Breaft ; and 
yet obtained his Pardon, tho’ in the ftri&t Senfe of the Law 
he was guilty of Murder: This Cafe, I fay, might have 
been urged as a Precedent in favour of Mr. T— zs, if it 
could only have been demonftrated, that his Sagacity in 
knowing the Heart of a Rebel by his Countenance was as 
great as that of the D/il/er was in knowing a Highwayman, 
by taking him with the Goods of another Perfon about 
him, ; 

But to return to the Profecution. There is no doubt but 
the whole Party of Facobites, ever. fince the celebrated 
Operations on Yower-Hill and Kennington-Common, have 
been greatly exafperated againft the Finier of t%e Britifo 
Laws: For tho’ the Perfons themfelves, upon whom he ope- 
rated, declared to him their Forgivene/s in their laft Mo- 
ments, as they held it the Duty of dyitg Men tQ do; yet 
this extreme Placability did by-no means bind their Friends 
and Survivors, who might think Vengeance to be as much 
their living Duty, as Forgivenc/s was the dying Daty of the 
departed Alartyrs. And if we add‘ to this, . that Vindi@ive- 
nes is too much the Charaéteriftic of the native Ly, and 
that all the material Evidence againft Mr. 7——s were 
Trifo Evidence, is it not more than probable, that Malice 
might preponderate Fu/fice in the Depofitions that were 
made againft him ? 

What I now fay is from the geseral Memory I retain of 
thefeCircumftances : For, as I have not the Seffions- Paper 
by me; I cannot be particular as to the Names of the feve- 
ral Witneffes, and their refpective Evidence. I do noteven 
know, who was the honourable Judge before whom Mr.

rial; fince there is no-Queftion of his havivg procceded 
with great Candoor and Humanity. Befides, the Jury are 
Jadges of Fads; and as to Points of Law, I do not appre- 
hend that eny could arife in the Cafe of this Cc ntleman, 
where the Matters {worn to were determinate A2s, concem- 
ing which there is no Ob(curity in our Laws. I am not 
better acquainted with either the Names or Perfons who 
were at that Time upon the Paxwe/: Neither is this of any 
Signification, becaufe their Jodgments could be guided only 
by the Evidence, which, I doubt not, was fuficiently pofi- 
tive. There is not the leat Room therefore to call in Quet 
tion the Honey, Proteftantifm, Loyalty, or Judgement of 
thefe Gentlemen. Bat Men of the moft upright Intentions 
are liable to be mi/guided or perverted, if others are wicked 
enough to endeavour to impofe on them in Defiance of 
Truthand their own Confciences. Obferve, I do not even 
affirm, that this latter was abfolutely the Cafe: I only 
hint my Sufpicions, and the Reafons of them. 

But be thisas it may, I am clearly of Opinion, that the 
Execution of a Perfon fo diftinguithed by the Severities he 
has exercifed on the F acobites, tho’ what he did was in pur- 
fuance of the Senteuce paffed by his Country, and merely 
and fimply ab Officio, would have given the higheft Caufe 
of Exultation to thofe who are ftill irreconcileable to thé 
prefent happy Eftablifhment. They would even have des 
daced a Judgment from a legal Proceeding, and comforted 
themfelves with the Thoaght that Vengednee had begun to 
overtake their Perfecutors, tho’ it began at the Fag-Erd of 
them. 


Ignorance, it is allowed, is the Mother of Superftition, as 
Superftition has been of the greateft Number of Fudgments 
that are recorded. Now, a$ much Learningand Reafoning 
have been beftowed with good Efe to prove, that Facoiztes 
are really ignorant of their own Intereft, it is natural to 
infer, that they mult be great udyment-monzers. How 
much this Defcription is applicable to others, is not my 
Bufinefs hcre to enquire : If it fuits the F acobites, it is enough 
for.my prefent Purpofe ; enough to fheiv, that there is no 
Exttavagance in the Suppofition, that they would have im- 
proved Mr. 7—7's Execution into a Judgment. Methinks 
the Cry of his dying Sperch now founds in my Fars, with a 
full and true Account of the headlefs L—ds that appeared 
before him, like the Ghofts to King Richard, the Night 
before his fatal Exit~—-But Mr. 7—# lives, happily lives, 
to the great Dijappointnrent cf thofe that were ready to 
triumph in his Misfortune ! 

May I not add, tiat helives in Terrorem to all Facobites; 
againit the Time that their Madnefs thall drive ‘them into 
another Plot or Rebellion? And if he has kept his Hand 
in Ure to the Bufinefs of Manflaughter, (tho’ I would hope 
his Confcience acquits him of any fuch Thing) muft not his 
Prefervation be the more ¢errib/e to all fuch Offenders? For 
tho’ not reftored at prefent to his Office, may he not be ow 
fuch a great Occafion ? He is the only E/guire of his Occu- 
pation that has lived for a good while pait ; and tho’ I thinls 
him worthy of that Honour, I would not niethinks have 
more than one living toenjoy it at the fame Time. There 
has been already fome Complaint, that Honours are rather 
cheaper than they were in the Times of old Exnclifh Fru-

glad to bear, that he ts not tobe entirely unterviceadie to 
his Country : For there has been fome time a Report, which 
I have not heard contradicted, that cits Gent/eman, vpon 
his Abfolution from the legal Guilt of Murder, was to 
fucceed to the honourable Employmen: of another very 
worthy Perfon, the late Mr. .déraham Mendex, who is faid 
to have {pewt thirty Years in the Service of the great Mr. 
Wixp, ando* Newgate. Mr. Witp was much refpected 
and courted, during his bodily Life, by Perfons of high 
Diftinétfon ; tho’ hats Memory has been foully befpatter’d, 
fince he left the World in a Halter. And as to @ Turnkey 
of Newzate, he is the Deputy of the Keeper, w ho is the 
Deputy of the worfhipful sheriffs, of London and Afiddlefex, 
who are the immediate Deputies of his M————y. 

Mr. 7——s, I am aflured, tho’ a hearty Friend to the 
Conftitution under which he has acquired his Bread, is in 
the maina Man of very moderate Principles, and has been 
extremely :mpartial in all his Aétions. Let him but be 
told his Duty, andhe never failed to execute it, were it on 
Whig or Tory. Lamalto informed he is fo very pious, that 
he never m:fled finging Pialms with his Patients, when in 
the Plenitude of his Power, let them be never fuch miferable 
Dbjets, or let their Crimes be of what Nature foever. 
"This is no doubt a Particular much to his Praife, and which 
ought not to be forgotten in a Letter written on purpofe to 
do Jultice to his Merits. 

May we add, that ¢hofe Merits, which are undoubtedly 
more than I, who write without any of the Memoirs he 
might have communicated during his Danger, can enume- 
rate, feem to have been- exceedingly well weighed and en- 
quired into in the Cafe of his Pardon, which hath been fo 
long in procuring.

To fum up the whole, I would hope that Gratitude is 
one of the many Virtues for which Mr, 7—z¢ has been 
celebrated. If it be, as I can make no Queftion but it is, 
he will certainly become, in his new Office, the more dili- 
gent and faithful Servant of the Public, on account of the 
Grace that has been extended to him. The Smugglers are

a Blow in the Face by a Brick, he went to feizz the Fc!- 
low that threw it, but his Mufket being half cock’d, went 
off, thot the Man dead, and wounded another. 

Wednefday Night four young Fellows, belonging toa 
numerous Gang, were carried to New Prifon under a itrong 
Guard, charged with divers Robberies and Burglaries. 

On Sunday Night about 11, as Mr. Houfe an eminent 
Oilman in Pall-mall, and Mr. Durant, the King’s Pew- 
terer in St. Martin’s-lane, were coming to Town in a Poft- 
Chaife, they were attacked at the farther End of Piccadily, 
and robbed of their Watches and Money by a fingle High- 
wayman ona bald-faced Horfe, who afterwards made off 
towards Hyde Park, where he met with Mr. Wilde an At- 
torney, who had been in Company with the above men- 
tioned Gentlemen, when on Mr. Wilde’s enquiring of him 
whether he had met a Poft-Chaife, the Highway man pre- 
fented a Piftol, and* bid him deliver ; batthe Attorney fet 
Spurs to his Horfe, and rode full Speed from him throvgh 
Piccadily, and paffed. the Chaife without fecing it, The 
Pott-Boy obferving Mr. Wilde’s Horfe to have a bald Face, 
thought him to be the Highwaymen, and gave the Alarm ; 
upon which he was ftopped, pulled from off his Horte, 
and detained "till his Friends came up to explain the Mif 
take. 

The fame Night from twelve to five the next Morning, 
all the Weftern Stage Coaches were robbed, and many 
Paffengers on the Road, by Footpads and Highwaymen. 

Tuefday a Man very gentcelly drefied went to a, Houfe 
in Holland Street, at the End of Wardour Strect, under a 
Pretence that his Parrot flew in at the one Pair of Stairs 
Window, whereupon the People of the Houfe very seadily 
went up Stairs with him to look for it ; but while they were 
officioufly fearching about, he found Means to flcal a Gold 
Watch, and got clear off. 

Thurfday 7-Night a Servant of his Grace the Duke of 
Bedford, going from Oakhampton to Taviftock, was at- 
tacked on the ‘Road by ‘two Fellows, very indifferently 
mounted, one in a Sailor’s Habit, the other like a Hufband- 
maa. They robbed him of his Money, amounting to 
about feven Guineas, and his Watch. Afterwards one of 
the Villains fnapped a Piftol twice clofe to the poor Man’s- 
Ear ineffi€tually, but trying a third Time it went off, tho’, 
the Rogue’s Hand fhaking, the Ball only grazed the Side of 
his Face and wounded his Chin. However the Man fell, 
and the Villains, thinking him really dead, made off. A 
Hue and Cry is out after them, but they are not yetappre- 
hended. 

On Saturday came on at Hicks’s Hall the Trial of Alex- 
ander Staples, for attempting to commit Sodomy on John 
Smith a young Lad.
